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Young  members  advisory 
committee  to  be  formed 


The  Club  is  to  form  an  advisory 
group  of  members  aged  under  40  to 
assist  the  club  committee  in  making 
Tattersalls  more  attractive  to 
younger  members. 

At  the  December  committee 
meeting,  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  select  an  advisory  group  of  10 
younger  members  of  the  club  from 
the  many  who  attended  a  series  of 
four  discussion  meetings  in 
November  and  early  December. 

The  club  committee  feels  there  is 
an  urgent  need  to  attract  more  young 
members  into  the  club  -  at  present  the 
proportion  of  members  aged  under 
40  is  less  than  20%,  while  those  older 
than  60  make  up  more  than  60%. 

The  proposal  to  form  the  advisory 
group  envisages  that  the  younger 
members  will  guide  the  club  in  the 
provision  of  new  amenities  and 
sporting  and  social  activities  during 
the  coming  period  of  redevelopment 
of  Tattersalls. 

At  the  four  meetings,  younger 
members  put  forward  a  series  of 
proposals,  among  which  were  a 
major  upgrading  of  the  third  floor 
facilities. 

The  younger  members  also  called 
for  an  aggressive  membership  drive, 
better  communication  with  members, 
consideration  of  family  based  social 
activities,  increased  marketing  of  the 
Club  Room  for  functions,  a  brochure 
for  members,  outlining  the  full  range 
of  club  facilities  and  services  and 
consideration  of  contracting  out  the 
catering  and  athletic  facilities  to 
reduce  losses  in  these  areas. 

At  the  final  meeting,  committee 
members  emphasised  the  need  to 
retain  the  momentum  of  the  meetings 
and  the  enthusiasm  of  younger 
members  who  had  taken  part  by 
giving  them  a  continuing 
involvement  in  the  planning  of  club 
facilities  for  the  future. 

Neville  Amy  told  them:  “We  have 
to  have  the  type  of  club  the  young 
members  will  want  and  will  support 
in  the  future.”  Bruce  McHugh 
commented:  “The  committee  needs 
your  help  to  get  the  usage  of  the  club 
up  to  the  level  it  was  20  years  ago.” 


Club  Chairman,  Tony 
McSweeney,  told  the  younger 
members:  “All  of  us  on  the 
committee  are  aware  that  the  club 
has  to  be  planned  for  you  because 
you  are  the  people  who  will  be  using 
it  for  the  next  30  to  40  years.” 

Efforts  are  continuing  to 
consolidate  the  intense  interest 
shown  by  younger  club  members  and 
the  committee  hopes  the 
establishment  of  the  younger 
members  advisory  group  will  assist  in 
achieving  this.

Sportsman  of  the  year 
bowls  for  two  clubs 


Club  member  Evan  James  “Jim” 
Williams  is  so  keen  on  bowling  that 
he  plays  for  two  clubs  instead  of  just 
one. 

And  back  in  November  his  activity 
for  the  bowling  section  at  Tattersalls 
resulted  in  Jim  being  chosen  as 
Sportsman  of  the  Year  for  1984. 

Jim  joined  the  club  in  1973  but 
began  playing  bowls  for  Tattersalls 
about  five  years  ago  in  spite  of  "the 
fact  that  he  was  already  playing 
regularly  for  the  Double  Bay  Bowling 
Club.  More  recently  he  has  played 
for  the  City  Bowling  Club  as  Captain 
of  No.  1  Pennants. 

Jim  won  the  Tattersalls  Pairs 
Competition  in  1983  and  the  Singles 
Competition  in  1984  and  has  won 
well  over  30  club  championship 
events  during  his  bowling  career, 
which  is  a  record  unequalled  by  any 
member  of  Tattersalls  Bowling  Club. 

Partnered  by  Bob  McLaren  of  City 
Bowling  Club,  Jim  also  won  the  Pairs 
Competition  at  the  Eastern  Suburbs 
Turn  of  the  Year  Tournament. 

In  their  nomination  of  Jim  for  the 
Sportsman  of  the  Year  Award,  Jim’s 
fellow  bowlers  said  he  won  every 
match  he  played  for  the  club  and 
marked  him  50  out  of  50  for  the 
various  criteria  for  the  award. 

“His  record  on  the  green  is 
matched  only  by  his  ability  to  help 
organise  and  strengthen  any  club 
with  which  he  has  been  associated,” 
they  said. 

Jim  simply  says  he  is  trying  to  put 
something  back  into  bowls  and  that  is 


why  he  has  become  President  of  the 
City  Bowling  Club  and  has  been  on 
the  bowling  selection  committee  here 
for  two  years. 

Jim,  when  he  has  time  away  from 
bowls,  is  a  businessman,  running  his 
family  business  in  real  estate 
investment.  But  for  many  years  he 
was  a  farmer,  first  in  poultry,  then 
pigs  and  finally  growing  roses  under 
glass  before  he  decided  on  real  estate. 
He  has  two  children,  one  a  boy  “who 
is  old  enough  to  become  a  member  of 
Tattersalls  but  is  too  flat  out  at 
work”. 

At  the  Award  in  November,  Club 
President,  Tony  McSweeney 
presented  Jim  with  two  handsome 
cut  glass  goblets  engraved  with  his 
name  and  a  bottle  of  champagne  to 
fill  them.  Jim’s  name  is  also  inscribed 
on  the  new  Honour  Board  for 
Sportsmen  of  the  Year  which  is  hung 
in  the  basement  function  room.

Fees  rising 

Members  who  have  waded 
through  their  accumulated  mail  after 
returning  from  holidays  already 
know  both  the  good  news  and  the 
bad. 

The  good  news  was  that  the  club 
committee  at  its  December  meeting 
decided  that  in  future  membership 
fees  could  be  paid  in  two  half-yearly 
amounts,  before  March  1  and 
September  1. 

The  bad  news,  of  course,  was  that 
the  fees  had  to  go  up.

“Therefore  the  relocating  of 
certain  facilities  within  the  club  can 
now  be  reorganised  into  the  most 
efficient  and  practical  arrangements 
whilst  maintaining  all  the  traditional 
facilities  and  aura  of  the  present  club. 

“Price  Waterhouse  Urwick, 
management  consultants,  has  been 
commissioned  to  do  a  feasibility  and 
financial  study  to  assist  in  the 
determination  of  the  best  usage  by 
financial  return  to  the  club  of  the 
excess  areas,  namely  Floors  4,  5  and 
6,  created  by  the  plans  put  before 
Council. 

“Upon  completion  of  these 
assessments  the  proposals  for  the 
future  can  be  placed  before  members 
for  their  consideration.”

Chef  learned  French  cuisine 


in  Mauritius 
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The  word  seems  to  have  got  out  — 
well  ahead  of  this  newsletter.  The 
club  has  a  new  Executive  Chef  who 
is  doing  great  things  for  the  dining 
room. 

Bertie  Lamport  joined  the  club  late 
in  November  from  the  Regent  Hotel 
where  he  had  spent  three  years  as 
Sous  Chef  in  charge  of  banqueting 
and  functions. 

Bertie  comes  originally  from 
Mauritius,  but  spent  some  nine  years 
in  Western  Australia  before  heading 
east  to  Sydney.  In  Perth  he  worked  as 
Executive  Chef  at  two  leading  hotels 
and  a  leading  businessmen’s 
restaurant.  But  he  also  put  in  six 
months  in  charge  of  catering  for  the 
miners  at  the  Mt  Goldsworthy  iron 
ore  project. 

He  says  the  miners  were  every  bit 
as  demanding  about  their  food  as  the 
guests  at  a  $90  a  head  function  at  the 
Regent,  but  they  could  be  kept  happy 
as  long  as  they  each  got  their  nine 
eggs  and  half  a  kilo  of  cornflakes  for 
breakfast. 

Bertie  sounds  very  French  when 
he  speaks  to  you  and  that’s  because 
his  mother  was  from  a  French  family 
while  his  father  was  English. 

In  Mauritius  he  trained  as  a  chef 
with  a  leading  resort  hotel  group 
which,  among  other  activities, 
supplied  Qantas  and  Air  France 
aircraft  passing  through. 

In  our  dining  room,  Bertie  intends 
to  keep  the  highest  standards  of  the 
club’s  traditional  menu  -  fresh  fish 
and  vegetables  brought  in  each  day, 
with  different  vegetables  for  lunch 
and  dinner  -  but  also  intends  to 
introduce  dishes  which  may  appeal  to 
younger  members.  Already  he  offers 
to  produce  members  special  request 
dishes  to  order  provided  the 
ingredients  are  available. 


“I  propose  to  introduce  nouvelle 
cuisine,”  Bertie  says.  As  an  example 
he  mentions  a  dish  featured  during 
his  first  month,  roast  scampi  with 
two  sauces.  One  sauce  was  capsicum, 
the  other  was  sauternes.  The  scampi 
was  served  with  a  garnish  of  snow 
peas. 

For  most  of  us,  nouvelle  cuisine  is 
simply  French  cooking,  calculated  to 
help  lose  weight  and  containing  no 
‘stodge’. 

For  Bertie  Lamport,  it  also  means 
using  sauces  richly  flavoured  with 
meat  or  fish  so  that  less  cream  and 
butter  is  needed. 

Bertie  was  married  last  February, 
which  was  bad  luck  for  the  Regent, 
but  good  for  Tattersalls.  It  meant  he 
no  longer  wanted  to  put  in  up  to  16 
hours  a  day  preparing  banquets  and 
functions  for  more  than  800  people 
every  day.  Welcome  to  the  club, 
Bertie.

Aerobics  classes  start 
on  third  floor 


With  exquisite  timing,  the  club 
masseur,  Paul  Todd,  is  planning  to 
introduce  supervised  exercise  classes 
this  month  -  just  about  the  time  when 
members  will  be  starting  to  feel  guilty 
about  the  weight  they  put  on  over 
Christmas. 

Paul,  who  has  been  a  masseur  for 
four  years,  will  introduce  aerobics 
classes  to  music  with  different  levels 
of  activity  for  members  who  wish  to 
build  up  their  fitnes.  He  will  also  hold 
more  traditional  exercise  classes, 
based  on  aerobics  for  members  who 
do  not  wish  to  undertake  a  full 
aerobics  programme. 

Paul  intends  to  hold  these  classes 
at  least  three  times  daily  from 
Monday  to  Friday  and  has  posted  a 
list  in  the  gym  for  members  to 
indicate  their  interest  and  the  days 
and  times  each  week  which  would 
suit  them  best. 

“The  important  aspect  of  these 
classes  is  that  everybody  will  be 
supervised,”  says  Paul.  “If  members 
request  it,  I  will  also  design  personal 
programmes  for  them,  based  on  their 
fitness  needs  and  their  present 
health.”  Paul  says  he  needs  to  know 
members’  health  background  before 
they  start  a  programme.  “If 
somebody  has  an  old  back  or  knee 
injury,  then  the  programme  can  be 
designed  around  this,”  he  says. 

“Many  people  take  exercise 
programmes  without  supervision  and 
without  really  understanding  what 
they  are  doing.  If  they  work  with 
weights  in  this  way,  they  may  even 


injure  themselves  by  damaging  joints 
or  ligaments.”  Paul  will  ask  anybody 
planning  a  strenuous  aerobics 
programme  to  have  a  physical  check¬ 
up  first. 

But  if  the  supervised  aerobics  and 
exercise  classes  prove  as  popular  as 
he  hopes,  then  Paul  will  be 
approaching  the  committee  to 
introduce  some  of  the  Nautilus  range 
of  training  equipment  which  can  be 
adjusted  for  each  individual  trainee 
and  used  to  develop  particular 
aspects  of  muscle  tone  and  fitness. 

There  are  now  two  masseurs  on 
the  3rd  floor.  Ring  for  your 
appointment  and  don’t  forget  to 
place  your  name  on  the  list  for 
aerobic  classes  for  any  day  (or  days) 
of  the  week. 

For  Paul  Todd  physical  fitness  is  a 
family  business.  Paul  was  with  the 
Hyde  Park  Club  before  he  joined 
Tattersalls  and  is  a  former  amateur 
boxer,  surfer  and  rugby  league 
player.  His  father  is  a  sports 
conditioner,  specialising  in  working 
with  football  teams,  and  has  taken 
over  this  position  with  the 
Canterbury-Bankstown  Rugby 
League  Club  this  year.
